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Economic Survey Reviews Progress and 
Problems of 1956 


THE ECONOMIC SURVEY, 1957, was published on Tuesday as 
Command 113 by H.M. Stationery Office (price 2s.). After dealing 
with an assessment of 1956 and the present outlook, the survey gives 
a more detailed account of economic developments at home and 
overseas. 

The economic policy followed during 1956,.the survey states, was 
one of disinflation, designed to encourage exports, check imports 
and stabilize prices. It was also the Government’s desire to impose 
the main curb on consumption rather than investment. On the whole 
this policy was successful; but the difficulties in the Middle East, 
while they had produced no widespread effects on trade or production 
as a whole by the end of the year, did cause a severe strain on the 
external banking position. 

Consumption was progressively checked in 1956. The investment 
boom continued, but the rate of expansion slowed down. Exports rose 
at a rather faster rate and showed a greater expansion than any other 
sector of the economy, while imports remained stable. Stocks were 
again built up, but at a slower rate than in 1955. Government 
expenditure increased slightly in real terms. 


Deficit Converted into Surplus 


The sum of these demands on the economy represented very little 
increase above the level of the previous year and called for only small 
changes in the rate of home output and imports. Industrial production 
as a whole remained at the 1955 level. Thus by foregoing increases 
in consumption and production and simultaneously encouraging 
exports the nation secured a substantial improvement in the current 
balance of payments, converting the deficit of £79 million in 1955 into 
a surplus of £233 million* in 1956. 


The rising trend in wages and prices, which had been very marked 
in 1955, remained a source of anxiety. A number of substantial wage 
increases occurred at the end of 1955 and in the first four months of 
1956; mainly because of this the level of personal incomes in 1956 as a 
whole was 8 per cent. and of prices 5 per cent. above 1955. Gross 
corporate profits rose 4 per cent. in 1956. From the spring of 1956, 
when the Government appealed to both sides of industry for stability, 
a plateau of prices was maintained for six months; towards the end of 
the year, the aftermath of the Suez crisis led to a further rise, but not 
of significant proportions. 


The Present Outlook 


The outlook will continue to be dominated by the necessities of the 
balance of payments, the survey continues. The current balance was 
considerably improved last year. But the surplus was still quite 
inadequate to enable this country to meet all its overseas commitments 
and to start to build up the reserves to a point at which they are 
strong enough to take in their stride a temporary reverse such as they 
have recently suffered. We will have to earn more in order to pay for 
the increased imports which will be needed when the expansion of 
industrial production is resumed and to compensate for the reduction 
in net oil earnings that must result from the closing of the Suez 
Canal. In addition, the drawing of $561 million from the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund will have to be repaid by 1959. 

This means that, even if the terms of trade should improve slightly, 
exports must be increased more rapidly than in recent years and, 
further, that a considerable proportion of the additional output will 
need to be exported, if the balance of payments is not to be worsened. 

Our prospects, therefore, depend mainly on our success in the 
expansion of exports. The very heavy investment of the last two or 
three years has improved our industrial efficiency and expanded our 
capacity. Investment by private industry is likely to remain this year 
at about its present high level, and investment in the basic services of 
fuel, power and transport (including new road building) is expected 
to increase. 

Thus our equipment for a further export drive has been considerably 
strengthened. We can look forward to further progress in industrial 
investment and with it further improvements in the living standards

of 1957 may be expected. Generally speaking, no great changes from 
the present prosperous conditions in the United States seem likely, 
one way or the other. The oil situation is not making any very great 
impact on the primary producing countries apart from those in the 
Middle East. 


The indications therefore are that markets as a whole will continue 
to expand, although not at the same rate as in 1956. Dollar markets 
together with those of European countries which are least affected 
by the oil shortage will probably expand more than others. The primary 
producing countries will in general offer further openings to United 
Kingdom exports. 


The Home Economy 


In real terms—i.e. after allowing for changes in prices — total 
expenditure rose by £340 million between 1955 and 1956. Exports 
accounted for most of this increase, and there was only a small 
in¢rease in domestic expenditure as a whole. The increase in total 

iture was met by an increase of £240 million in home output 
and of £100 million in imports (at 1955 prices). 


Home Demand 


Investment. The increase in fixed investment in 1956 is estimated 
at £80 million (at 1955 prices), compared with £160 million in 1955, 
Public investment in housing continued to fall, while private building 
remained steady; altogether, 300,000 new houses were completed 
during the year. 

Despite some falling off in the rate of expansion in 1956 a notable 
increase has been achieved over the last five years in the rate of fixed 
investment at home. The volume of investment in 1956 was nearly 
one-third above that in 1952, an increase more than proportionate to 
the increase in national output. We are devoting a considerably larger 
proportion of our resources to investment today than before the war, 
and this proportion has been rising steadily in recent years. Indeed, 
over the period 1951 to 1956 fixed investment has accounted for no 
less than one-third of the increase in national output. Since 1954 the 
greatest expansion has been in manufacturing industry and in the 
distributive and other services. 


Public Expenditure. Total current expenditure on goods and 
services by public authorities increased by 1} per cent. in real terms 
in 1956. At current prices the increase in civilian expenditure by the 
Government and local authorities together amounted to £191 million. 
Defence expenditure rose by £111 million. 

Consumers’ Expenditure. In real terms — i.e. after allowing for 
changes in prices - consumers’ expenditure rose only slightly last 
year. A sharp fall in purchases of cars and durable household goods 
offset modest increases in other types of expenditure, including 
increases of 3 per cent. in expenditure on clothing and footwear, and 
of 3 per cent. in expenditure on alcoholic drink. Real expenditure 
on tobacco was up 1 per cent. on 1955. Food consumption rose by 
2 per cent.: more meat, fish, butter and sugar were bought, but 
fewer potatoes. Within the food groups, the emphasis was on quality. 
For instance, larger meat purchases included a higher proportion 
of fresh and chilled beef, home-produced lamb and poultry. 


Incomes, Costs and Prices 


Total personal income rose 8 per cent. between 1955 and 1956, 
though output was little higher. Wages and salaries went up by 9 per 
cent., rent, dividends and interest by 6 per cent., the incomes of self- 
employed persons by less than 2 per cent. (All figures before tax.) 
After tax and National Insurance contributions, the nation’s personal 
disposable income was 8 per cent. higher than in 1955. 

Gross trading profits of companies rose less in 1956 than in previous 
years: the increase is estimated at about £85 million, or 3 per cent. 
In manufacturing as a whole, although not in all the constituent 
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industries, present information suggests that profits were slightly 
reduced. Dividend payments rose, but much less than in 1955. 

Average earnings in manufacturing industry are estimated to have 
risen by 8 per cent. in 1956, but output per man fell: so there was a 
substantial increase in labour costs per unit of output. 

Between mid-January and mid-December 1956 the retail price 
index rose 34 per cent., compared with a rise of 54 per cent. in the 
same period of 1955. 

Personal savings are estimated to: have risen in 1956 by nearly 
£500 million, bringing the total to 10 per cent. of personal disposable 
income, a proportion considerably higher than in any previous year 
since the war. 


Production 


Last year the gross domestic product ~ i.e. the nation’s total output 
of goods and services — rose by just over 1 per cent., the smallest 
increase since 1952. Industrial production did not expand at all, 
but there were widely divergent movements in different industries. 


Manpower 

There was some slackening in the demand for labour in 1956. The 
number of women in civil employment fell by 70,000. The main 
change within civil employment was a fall of 125,000 in the manu- 
facturing industries. This resulted from a decline in employment in 
industries producing consumer goods, particularly motor vehicles 
and accessories, wireless apparatus, cotton, rubber, furniture and 
china. There were, however, small offsetting increases in employment 
in some important capital goods and export industries, particularly 
chemicals, iron and steel manufacture, shipbuilding, engineering, 
electrical machinery and aircraft manufacture. Outside manufacturing, 
transport and the coal, distribution and building industries all increased 
their labour force. 

The easing in the demand for labour was general throughout 
industry, but was largely confined to semi-skilled and unskilled 
workers. The average level of unemployment during the year was 
257,000, 25,000 more than in 1955, but still lower than in any other 
postwar year except 1951. 


Overseas Trade and Payments 


Exports. Although our exports expanded in 1956 and took an 
increasing share of industrial production, they did not fully keep pace 
with the rapid growth of world demand, and there was a further 
slight fall in the United Kingdom’s share of world trade in manu- 
factures. Nevertheless, the underlying trend of United Kingdom 
exports improved in 1956. Most of the increase was in capital goods 
and in non-ferrous metals. Our exports to North America rose by as 
much as 23 per cent.; to non-sterling markets as a whole by 17 per cent. 

Imports. The levelling off of industrial production and of 
consumers’ expenditure in 1956 was reflected in a stable level of 
imports. 

Current Account. With exports up over 10 per cent. and 
imports only 1 per cent. the visible deficit fell from £359 million in 
1955 to £59 million in 1956. (These figures are on a balance of 
payments basis.) 

The invisible surplus (including defence aid) was £292 million, 
slightly more than in 1955. In the first half-year the net credit from 
oil was higher than in either half of 1955; there was some fall in the 
second half owing to the interruptions of Middle East supplies, but 
over 1956 as a whole net receipts were slightly higher than in the 
previous year. 

In 1956 we had a surplus on current account (including defence 
aid) of £233 million (£154 million in the first half, £79 million 
in the second). This compares with a deficit of £79 million 
in 1955. 


The Capital Account. Our current surplus last year was a little 
more than sufficient to cover our net long-term investment overseas. 
The Survey puts the latter at £191 million, giving a surplus on com- 
mercial account (i.e. the current and long-term investment accounts 
combined) of some £40 million compared with a deficit of some 
£240 million in 1955. 

At the end of the year the gold and dollar reserves were slightly 
larger than at the end of 1955. Liabilities to non-sterling countries 
have been greatly reduced and large second-line reserves have been 
mobilised.

Years of Big Opportunity for British Exporters 
in Belgium and Luxembourg

THE STARTING of a bulldozer last November and an inauguration 
ceremony in April 1958 may hardly seem to be news at this date. 
Nevertheless they warrant the serious attention of British exporters, 
and not only those primarily interested in = and x 
for the inauguration will be that of the Brussels Universal . and 
International Exhibition of 1958, and the bulldozer was one of the 
principal actors in a ceremony last November to inaugurate work on 
the site to be occupied by the British pavilions at that Exhibition. 


The Exhibition, in addition to its general theme to be expressed 
through the official Government pavilions, will offer an outstanding 
opportunity to firms to show their goods to potential buyers from 
all over the world. It is expected that there will be no less than 30 
million visitors during the six months that the Fair is open and there 
will, no doubt, be potential buyers from all the 46 countries participat- 
ing in the Exhibition. The British site, covering 227,500 sq. ft., will 
be among the largest of those occupied by foreign countries. Some 
125,000 sq. ft. will be occupied by buildings, about half of this in the 
industrial pavilion (under the management of British Overseas 
Fairs Ltd. in association with the Federation of British Industries) 
where British firms can display their goods. Not only will the Exhibi- 
tion constitute an unrivalled shop window for sales which it may be 
hoped will be made later in other countries, but also it may be 
expected to increase sales in Belgium, particularly of consumer goods 
to the large influx of visitors. 


Steady Increase of Spending 


These opportunities will be superimposed on the possibilities of 
the normal Belgian market, one which offers at the same time out- 
standing opportunities and challenge, Although Belgium is relatively 
a small country (with a population of about 9 million, of whom about 
1 million are in the Brussels area and over 600,000 at Antwerp), the 
standard of living is among the highest in Europe and, indeed, in 
the world. Both the spending of the average Belgian and the imports 
of the country as a whole are showing a steady increase. According 
to figures recently quoted, Belgian exports in 1956 amounted to 
157,544,000,000 francs, an increase of 13-4 per cent. over 1955, 
and imports amounted to 162,596,000,000 francs, an increase of 14-3 
per cent. over the previous year. 


Unfortunately, detailed figures showing the origin of these imports 
are not available. It can be seen from British statistics (which are 
not, however, compiled on an exactly comparable basis) that exports 
and re-exports from the United Kingdom to Belgium increased from 
£67-2 million in 1955 to £73-3 million in 1956, This represents, it 


is true, an increase of over 9 per cent., butis still over 5 per cent. below 
the increase in Belgium’s total imports. It is clear that, although 
British sales to this market have been expanding, there is nevertheless 
need for further expansion if the United Kingdom is to maintain its 
share in Belgium’s increased purchases abroad. As the figures show, 
the opportunity is there. 


Things that Sell Well 


It is true that this is a highly competitive market, but it is not 
impossible, given the right price and quality, to sell products which 
might seem to stand little chance. For instance, one British firm is 
selling fractional horse-power electric motors to.one ofthe most 
important Belgian exporters of electrical equipment. In a market 
which is generally expanding it is difficult, and indeed might. be 
misleading, to pick out. specific products, but it may be worth 
mentioning for illustration a few instances (by no means exhaustive) 
in which sales may be expected to increase. 


In the electrical field it is noc of course only, industrial machinery 
that comes from abroad; there is always a market for domestic electrical 
equipment which is in some way new or better. Then again, despite 
the importance of the Belgian textile industry, imports of ready-made 
clothing are substantial. Dutch goods predominate owing to the tariff 
preference they enjoy within Benelux, but Swiss cottons are also 
imported on a reasonable scale and some British firms have shown that 
there is no reason why a similar success should not be enjoyed with 
British products. One such firm has obtained successful results by 
arranging periodic dress displays, another with exhibitions of men’s 
tailoring, woollen goods, etc. In this field. the. question whether 
design appeals to continental taste is.as important as price and quality. 
This is even more true in the case of footwear, where British suppliers 
play a comparatively small part in total imports. 

Even though the Belgian market alone for this and other comparable 
goods may not be large enough to justify the design of special lines, 
it may well be possible in many cases to produce designs that would 
sell not only here but also in certain other continental countries and 
perhaps in the United States. (It has been remarked before now that 
Belgium in many respects forms an ideal trial market in view of the 
strength and diversity of the competition.) 

It is not only, of course, in consumer goods that imports are likely 
to continue expanding. An exampie of larger orders secured by 
British firms is one for the largest paper mill in Western Europe, 
supplied to the Papeteries de Belgique at

Is there any particular secret of success in this market? Here, as 
everywhere, it is important to offer the right article at the right 
price, but it is also just as important to offer it for the right time — 
long delivery delays, and failure to keep delivery promises, can still 
lose orders in this very competitive market. (Readers familiar with it 
will perhaps excuse the making of points that may be obvious to 
them for the benefit of others who may be considering the possibilities 
of this market for the first time.) Other important factors are: 

Arrangements should be made for adequate servicing and 
provision of spare parts — points to which other countries are 
paying ever increasing attention. 

In quoting to Belgian firms it is desirable to mention c.i-f. 
rather than f.o.b. prices and to use the metric system where 
possible. 

As regards methods of payment, the opening of a letter of 
credit is not by any means usual nowadays; and it is more custom- 
ary for payment to be made cash against documents or against 
30 to 90 days’ credit. 

Sales literature should be provided in French and, if possible, 
Flemish. As regards the latter, if literature in Dutch is available 
this will be acceptable for descriptive matter, since the written 
languages are identical, but probably not for advertising copy 
as the idiomatic differences between spoken Dutch and spoken 
Flemish will be of more importance. Where local agents are 
appointed, as close a personal contact as possible on these issues 
will undoubtedly reap its reward. 


Development Schemes 

In a highly industrialized market such as Belgium it is not to be 
expected that specific national investment plans will offer British 
suppliers their main opportunities for large-scale orders as may be 
the case in under-developed countries. Nevertheless, there are various 
important development schemes of interest to British firms. 

Perhaps the most important is the modernization and re-equipment 
of the port of Antwerp, on which it is expected that £30 million will 
be spent over a period of seven to nine years. Initially the plan seems 
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likely to cover constructional work on the extension of docks and 
jetties which may not be of direct interest to British firms, but there 
is also a very substantial provision for renewal of cranes and other 
port equipment. 

In addition, there is talk of the expansion of the harbour at Zeebrugge 
to enable the port to deal with the modern ‘super’ tankers which 
cannot get up to Antwerp. The future of this scheme seems as yet 
uncertain, but it has been estimated that if it is put into effect the 
expenditure may rise as high as £7 million. 

The extent of the building and public works programmes, including 
those in connection with the 1958 Exhibition, have already caused a 
substantial rise in imports of earth-moving and contractors’ equip- 
ment. In this connection it may be worth mentioning that it is becom- 
ing difficult to find suitable Belgian representatives who do not already 
have some commitments and, although it is believed that they are 
often reluctant to do this, British firms may be well advised to consider 
appointing agents who already hold agencies in allied lines. Increase 
of traffic as the 1958 Exhibition approaches may be expected to create 
a need for new transport routes which will probably be filled by 
putting more buses in service. 

The Belgian railways also have a considerable programme for 
modernization and electrification. 


This is hardly the place to consider in detail the Belgian atomic 
energy programme, but it may be worth mentioning that, although 
for the immediate future only the erection of research reactors is 
contemplated, it may be expected that these will be followed in due 
course by larger-scale power reactors. One of the many private 
development schemes of considerable interest is that of Cockerill- 
Ougree to expand their steel production capacity at Ougree at a cost 
of over £5 million and to extend the works at Seraing at a cost of 
over £1 million. 


Wealthy Luxembourg 


In general, much of what has been said about Belgium holds good 
fer Luxembourg which affords a small but, for its size, potentially 
rich market for United Kingdom manufacturers of certain types of 
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goods. The economy of the country is entirely dominated by its 
great steel industry which continues to enjoy unprecedented prosperity 
and seems likely to continue in this happy position for some time to 
come, given the overall shortage of steel in Europe. There is in 
consequence an important market for machinery for the steel as well 
as the transport industry. Because of the general prosperity engendered 
by the boom in the steel industry, substantial purchasing power is also 
avaiigble for consumer and even luxury items. It is significant that 
per capita income in Luxembourg is even higher than in Belgium. 
Local purchasing power is, moreover, reinforced in summer by the 
importance of Luxembourg as a tourist centre. By virtue of their 
proximity to Luxembourg, many German manufacturers are in a 
particularly favourable position for competing in this market. United 
Kingdom goods are well regarded and have much prestige and a real 
sales effort by United Kingdom manufacturers on the lines mentioned 
above may well prove rewarding. 

Any review of the Belgian and Luxembourg markets would be 
incomplete without some reference to the plans of the Messina powers 
(Belgium, Luxembourg, Holland, France, Italy and Western Ger- 
many) to establish a customs and economic union, and the United 
Kingdom proposal for an industrial free trade area among Western 
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European countries, ineluding the Messina powers. i 
powers have now signed a Treaty setting up the Customs and Economic 
Union. The changes which it will bring ieee will be gradual, but, 
so far as their plans are at present known, one of the final resylts will 
be that in some 12 to 15 years’ time the Messina countries will form 
part of a union with no internal tariffs between es and a 
common external tariff. In the case of Belgium, the averaging of tariffs 
may well result in customs duties paid on imports from outside the 
union being higher than they are, at present. If it is possible, as it is 
hoped, to create an industrial free trade area, including the six members 
of the Customs and Economic Union, the United Kingdom, after a 
similar transitional period, would enjoy similar rights of entry for its 
industrial products into Belgium and the other countries concerned, 
British goods would thus, of course, enjoy a tariff preference over 
those from any non-member countries and would be restored to 
equal terms with goods from Holland which at present enjoy a tariff 
ai under Benelux arrangements.

Increase in Cotton Board’s 
Annual Levy 


THe DRAFT Amending Order giving Parliamentary sanction for an 
increase from £450,000 to £525,000 a year in the maximum sum 
which the Cotton Board is authorized to collect from the industry 
by means of a levy has now been approved by both Houses of Parlia- 
ment. (Details about this draft Order were given in the Board of Trade 
Journal on March 2, page 448). 

The Order, “The Cotton Industry Development Council (Amend- 
ment No. 3) Order, 1957’ came into operation on April 1, and is 
published as.S.I. 1957 No. 508.

Basic Petrol Ration in the New 
Period 


THE MINISTER OF POWER has made an Order (The Motor Fuel 
(No. 2) Order, 1957) which gives effect to the decision to de-ration 
‘Derv’ (diesel oil for road vehicles) from April 1 and to increase by 
50 per cent. the basic petrol ration in the next ration period which 
begins on April 17. 

When ‘Derv’ ceases to be rationed the restrictions on diesel oil 
for other purposes will also be removed but users are reminded that 
it is still necessary to be as economical as possible if the oil companies 
are to avoid restricting deliveries and if stocks are to be built up to 
meet next winter’s demands.

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Exhibition Shows New Trends 
in Industrial Textiles 


THE MOST surprising feature of the second National Industrial 
Textiles Trade Fair, held at the Albert Hall, London, from Monday 
to Friday this week, was the infinite variety of the products covered 
by that description. For instance, the uninitiated visitor, although 
not unduly surprised at the inclusion of giant tyres for road vehicles, 
would hardly expect to find shiny protective helmets and delicately 
machined small parts. Nevertheless, these items formed part of the 
Cotton Board’s display and served to emphasize the endless pos- 
sibilities opened up by research into the uses of yarns and fibres, 
both natural and man-made. 

The object of the Cotton Board Stand was to uphold and demon- 
strate the position of cotton fibre as the predominant partner in the 
field of industrial textiles. ‘Predominant’ because nearly _ three- 
quarters of the textile products used for industrial and mechanical 
purposes are made from cotton: ‘partner’ because, as in any good 
partnership, the members sometimes act as individuals and at other 
times collectively in bringing about the desired result. Cotton 
naturally occupied the greater part of the stand, but here and there 
were exhibits which took account of other fibres. 

About 60 firms combined in this one exhibit to show the many 
uses of cotton for industrial purposes. These ranged through cloths, 
such as the gauze-like fabrics used for surgical dressings, typewriter 
ribbons and electrical insulation to heavy fabrics weighing up to 4 
Ib. a square yard used, for example, in the paper making industry. 
Bonded fabrics were represented by such items as conveyor belts 
and fire hose. Water repellency was exemplified by coated fabrics 
and by proofed fabrics as well as by others which are impermeable 
yet porous in their own right by reason of their inherent characteristics. 
Colour fastness in relation to light was represented by coloured 
window blind materials, and other imparted qualities by special 
finishes for rot-proofing, flame-resistance and controlled shrinkage, 


Colour and Style in Protective Clothing 


The use of colour was another unexpected feature of the exhibition- 
This was particularly true of the displays of protective clothing, 
which were not only colourful but the garments attractively styled 
as well, In addition, sail cloths, tarpaulins, ropes and packaging 
materials all appeared in bright hues, 

Among the exhibitors, Courtaulds Ltd. showed fourteen different 
types of fibre particularly suitable for industrial applications. One 
of the newest, ‘Courlene,’ is said to be completely non-absorbent, 
soft to handle, stain resistant and of low density. Examples were 
shown of Courlene made up into pot-scourers, dye-bags and fly- 
netting for the tropics, for which it is said to be particularly suited 
on account of its rot-proof qualities and its impermeability to insect 
pests and bacteria. 

A large display of the uses of Terylene was provided by Imperial 
Chemical Industries. Among the more unusual ones was a pipe 
bend and open tank made of Terylene laminate. These laminates 
are said to be of particular value to the chemical industry because 
they have high resistance to abrasion, vibration and acids. 


Recent Developments 

Nylon is also going into industrial fabrics, nets and ropes, and 
industrial clothing in increasing quantities. Important developments 
during the past twelve months have included the launching of nylon- 
corded tyres for lorries and the introduction of coated nylon fabrics. 
These, and very many other developments, were shown by British 
Nylon Spinners Ltd. 

An interesting display of manila, sisal, coir and synthetic ropes 
was shown by Hawkins and Tipson Ltd., of London, E.C.3. Ilhustra- 
tions and samples took the visitor through various stages of manu- 
facturing process and led to replicas of ropes and cordage supplied 
by this firm to the Trans-Antarctic Expedition. Above a model of 
the merchant ship City of Port Elizabeth was a notice saying that 
nine miles of cordage weighing 15 tons were required to equip her.

The material will be 
used for extensions to the Caracas water system. 


Sudan Posts and Telegraphs Department orders transmitters 
and studio ent. Another radio station in Africa is to be 
equipped by Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Company Limited. The 
Sudan Posts and Telegraphs Department has placed an order with 
the company for transmitters and studio equipment to a value of 
approximately £100,000 for a new broadcasting station at present 
under construction at Omdurman, near Khartoum. It is planned to 
bring the station into partial use early this year. 


Sweden orders V.H.F. Transmitters. Marconi’s Wireless 
Telegraph Company Limited, of Chelmsford, Essex, have received 
orders from the Swedish Royal Board of Telecommunications for the 
supply of twelve 5 kW. frequency modulated V.H.F. transmitters 
(Type. BD.321B) together with three Combing Units. One transmitter 
has already been supplied against a pilot order, and is in operation at 
Ostersund. The value of the orders is approximately £50,000. 
Delivery of the equipment is expected to be completed by Novem- 
ber 1957. 


Radio Transmitters for Aden Broadcasting Service. Marconi’s 
Wireless Telegraph Company: Limited have also received an order 
from the Aden Government for two radio transmitters for use in the 
Aden Broadcasting Service. Both transmitters are compact equipments 
designed for high fidelity performance and maximum ease of operation. 


Condenser <nd closed feed system for Norwegian tanker. 
G. & J. Weir Limited of Cathcart, Glasgow, recently announced that 
the 18,000 ton turbine-driven tanker ‘Beaufort,’ built by the Kaldnes 
Mek Verksted A/S and the first of its type built in Norway, is fitted 
with Weir condenser and closed feed system with 100 per cent. 
de-aeration at all powers, and Weir evaporating and distilling plant 
to supply the ship’s fresh water requirements for all purposes. 


Air Survey of Tanganyika and Bechuanaland. An area of 
38,000 square miles in Tanganyika and Bechuanaland will be surveyed 
from the air for the first time as a result of contracts which have just 
been awarded to Fairey Aviation Company Limited of London. The 
surveys are part of the British Government’s Colonial Development 
Scheme and will begin in mid-April. 


Compressor set for United States Army. The Engineer Research 
and Development Laboratories of the United States Army have placed 
a contract with D. Napier and Son Limited of Acton, London, for a 
compressor set, consisting of an 18-cylinder “Deltic’ diesel engine and 
two Howden rotary positive displacement two-stage compressors, for 
use with a mobile liquid oxygen plant. 


Land-Rovers for Vietnam. The National Purchasing Centre, 
Vietnam, has placed an order with the Rover Company Limited, of 
Solihull, Warwickshire, for 175 Land-Rover vehicles. These vehicles 
are required to.clear the way for the reclamation of marshy territories 
in Vietnam. 

Trolieybus chassis for Portugal. British United Traction Limited, 
of ILeyland, Lancashire, has received an order from Oporto Munici- 
pality, Portugal, for a fleet of high capacity, single-deck trolleybus 
chassis: The contract, calling for 20 chassis fitted with Metrovick 
electrical equipment and bodies to be built in Portugal to designs

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New Universal Yarn Counting 


System for Textiles 


By A. W. Bayes, M.Sc., Tech., F.T.L., Vice-President 
of the Textile Institute 


A NEW UNIT of yarn fineness, named “Tex,” has been recommended 
as a rational replacement for all the diverse tradit ional units which are 
used in the various sections of the world textile industry. At three 
international conferences since the war the problem has been debated 
in great detail and, finally, at the International Standards Conference 
(1.S8.0.) at Southport last year, of which I was chairman, 20 national 
delegations voted unanimously that the universal system for yarn 
‘count’ or fineness should be grammes per kilometre with the name 
*Tex.’ British Celanese Ltd. have already announced their intention 
of changing to this system and many other firms are considering it. 


In the past, the craft industries which spun wool, flax, silk, cotton, 
hemp and jute each developed their own ways of describing the fine- 
ness of the yarns they spun. Silk, hemp and jute spinners took a 
standard length of yarn, 9,000 metres for silk, a 100 gross yards for 
jute, and weighed it in grammes, or pounds; wool and cotton spinners 
calculated what length of yarn was needed for a standard weight; 
flax spinners used one system for dry-spun yarns and another system 
for wet-spun yarns; and wool spinners in different parts of England 
and Scotland used nine distinct systems. The main British systems 
were carried wherever British textile machinery was exported but the 
position was often further complicated by metric units. In Hungary, 
before the war, British units were used for cotton and wool. So far, 
British units are in use throughout India, but the Indian Government 
decided in 1955 to adopt a decimal coinage and metric weights and 
measures; the Indian textile industry may well find it convenient to 
measure yarns in metric units in future. 

With the growing trade in man-made fibres, and the growing interest 
in fibre blends of many kinds, the traditional yarn counting systems 
are proving a common source of mistakes and a general hindrance. The 
warp of a cloth may be counted in deniers and the weft in cotton counts ; 
fancy yarns commonly comprise yarns bought in two or three different 
counting systems, and a yarn of a certain weight per yard spun from 
rayon staple will carry a different yarn count depending upon the type 
of machinery on which it was spun: cotton, linen, worsted or woollen. 
Clearly the time had come, in the interests of the trade, for some 
rationalization. 

The Textile Institute was working before the war on ways of 
reducing this chaos and in 1948 published a proposal that a universal 
system should be set up expressing all yarn counts in terms of 
per kilometre. In conjunction with the British Standards Institution, 
the Textile Institute prepared the case for the first conference of the 
textile committee of the International Organization for Standardiza- 
tion, and for the two subsequent conferences. Simultaneously, an 
American committee went) over the same ground and came to the 
same conclusions: that the universal system must be direct, and 
decimal, and must use metric units, but the American committee 
preferred grammes per ten kilometres te grammes per kilometre. 
This small difference proved to be large enough to stop progress. 
However, the problem of the simplification and rationalization of 
units is not confined to textiles. Other committees of the Royal 
Society, the British Standards Institution and, particularly, the 
General Conference of Weights and Measures, have considered the 
wider problems of scientific and industrial units and have adopted as 
basic metric units the metre for length and the kilogram for weight 
and have decided that, in general, when larger or smaller units are 
required, they should be obtained by multiplying or dividing by 
1,000. 

At the third conference at Southport last year of the Textile Com- 
mittee of the International Organization for Standardization (1.S.O.) 
the delegates demanded a final decision between the rival grammes- 
per-kilometre and grammes-per-ten-kilometres, and the United States 
delegation agreed to accept ‘tex,’ grammes per kilometre, as the 
universal system. Provision was made for fibre fineness with ‘millitex,’ 

es per kilometre (a unit which had been used by the British 
Cotton Industry Research Association for many years for cotton fibre 
fineness), and for coarse yarns with ‘kilotex.’ 


The new unit will be welcomed in countries which already use 
metric units. It will be welcomed by the purchasing officers who have 
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materials’ specifications to prepare. Man-made filament yarns are 
already described in metric units and the main problem will be 
adjusting their nicely rounded numbers in deniers to approximately 
equivalent rounded numbers in “T'ex,’ but in most of the industry 
the change will be more difficult because not only are unfamiliar 
metric units to be used but the new numbers are in inverse ratio 
to the traditional ones. (In cotton, woollen and worsted fine yarns 
have high numbers; in tex fine yarns have low numbers.) 


Spinners carry in their minds figures of yarn strengths, hardness 
of twist, rates of production and so on, all of which incorporate the 
traditional yarn counts. Weavers can picture the closeness of a woven 
structure, and the ease or difficulty of weaving it, from the thread 
spacing and the traditional yarn counts. All this experience is to be 
relearnt. It will take time for such a radical change in thinking to be 
accepted, but the change must be made. The British textile industry 
is becoming much more of a unity; although many spinning firms may 
continue to specialize on one type of fibre, machines, fibres and men 
are crossing the old boundaries more and more. 


Further Suspension of Import Duty on 


Iron and Steel Plates 


UNDER the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 15) Order, 1956, the 
import duties on a wide range of iron and steel products, including 
almost all plates, are suspended until September 18, 1957. 

After consultation with the Iron and Steel Board about the supply 
position, Her Majesty’s Government have decided to prolong until 
March 18, 1958, the suspension of import duty on such plates. A 
new Order, the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 4) Order, 1957 
(S.I. No. 503), has been made, and will come into operation on 
September 19, 1957. Copies of the Order may be obtained from Her 
Majesty’s Stationery Office or from any bookseller, price 3d. (by 
post, 5d.). 

The question of further suspension of import duty on other iron 
and steel products is being examined; an announcement in respect 
of the duties on these other products will be made in due course.

Hawker Aircraft Factory at Blackpool 


Asked what action had been taken to find new work for the Hawker 
Aircraft Company’s Blackpool factory, in accordance with the promise 
he made recently, the Minister of Supply, Mr. Aubrey Jones, said 
that with the President of the Board of Trade, he had drawn to the 
attention of a number of companies the facilities available at the 
Hawker Aircraft Company’s Blackpool factory. The Government 
had not as yet found a new use for the factory. The company, which 
had been seeking work wherever it was thought to offer, had also 
been unsuccessful in finding any. 

He (the Minister) had now come to the conclusion that, in view of 
the reduction in the defence programme, there was no possibility of 
putting enough defence work to Blackpool to employ the factory. 
With the company’s agreement, therefore, he had asked the President 
of the Board of Trade to seek another tenant on the termination of the 
Hawker Aircraft Company’s current programme. If, in the interim, 
he or the company should be successful in finding work to keep the 
factory employed, they would of course be delighted to leave the 
present tenancy unbroken. 


Thursday March 28 


Apples from Italy 


The President of the Board of Trade was asked what was the reason 
for the fact that, despite the quota for imports of Italian apples having 
amounted to £3 million, in both 1955 and 1956, and despite prices 
having been high in the period January to June 1956 to which 
£2,500,000 worth of the quota applied, approximately 278,000 
hundredweight more apples were imported in 1956 than in 1955; 
and what steps he was taking to ensure that a further increase did not 
take place this year to the unfair disadvantage of the home producers. 

The President, Sir David Eccles, replied that the quota of £3 
million, of which £2} million was for the period January to June, 
permitted imports from a number of countries besides Italy. The 
quota was more fully used in 1956 than in 1955, being taken up as 
to about 95 per cent. Imports from Italy were a larger proportion of 
the total. The present quota was the same as for last season. 


Pharmaceutical Imports from United States 

Asked if he would state the value of pharmaceutical products, 
other than antibiotics, imported into this country from the United 
States of America, in 1951 and 1956, respectively, the President said 
that imports of drugs, medicines and medicinal preparations, excluding 
antibiotics, from the United States were valued at {1-1 million in 
1956. These goods were not separately specified in the trade returns 
for 1951 but imports in that year were estimated to have been of the 
same order as in 1956. 


Restrictive Trade Practices Act 


Asked how many agreements had been registered under Section 10 
of the Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, the President replied 
that the Registrar had stated that about 1,200 agreements had been 
sent to him by the end of the first registration period on February 28. 

When asked if he would refer the wholesale distribution of news- 
papers and periodicals to the attention of the Monopolies Commission, 
the President replied that he had no power to do so. The Restrictive 
Trade Practices Act provided for the registration of restrictive agree- 
ments and for their examination by the Restrictive Practices Court. 


National Film Finance Corporation 


Asked why the statutory duties of the National Film Finance 
Corporation were allowed to lapse, the President explained that it 
was not found possible to introduce at an earlier date the Cinemato- 
graph Films Bill which extends the loan-making powers of the 
Corporation, 


Rhodesian Tobacco 


‘United Kingdom manufacturers have told me they are willing to 
buy substantially increased quantities of good quality Rhodesian 
leaf as it becomes available,’ the President said. 


Import Licences Refused for East German Goods 

A Member asked the President to publish in Hansard details of the 
goods for which he had refused import licences to British businessmen 
desiring to import goods from Eastern Germany, since October 1956; 
and which of these items were allowed into this country prior to 
October 1956. 

Following is the information given: 


Licences for the import from Eastern Germany of consignments 
of the following goods under specific barter deals have been refused 
since October 1956: 


* Calculating machines. Hardware. 
*¢ 4 * Musical instruments. 
* Chinaware. * Pottery. 
Drawing machines, and Piano parts.

* Furniture. * Woodware (domestic). 


* Glassware. 


Imports of the items marked with an asterisk had previously been 
licensed as part of acceptable barter arrangements. 


New Industrial Building in Wales 


The President said that, in 1956, 103 Industrial Development 
Certificates for an area of over 6} million square feet were issued for 
Wales. At the end of 1956, 66 schemes, totalling 6} million square 
feet, were under construction. 


‘Flick’ Knives 


The President told a questioner it was necessary to import ‘flick’ 
knives for fishermen, seamen, farmers, butchers and electricians. 


Monopolies Commission on Electronic Valves 

The President was asked why a variation was made in the reference 
to the Monopolies Commission respecting electronic valves and cathode 
ray tubes so as to preclude it from reporting upon the effect on the 
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Questions Asked in Parliament (Continued) 


public interest of the conditions prevailing in the supply of those 
goods. 

He replied that under the original terms of reference the report 
could not have been completed until a considerable time after the 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act came into operation. The terms of 
reference were therefore varied so as to avoid overlap with the 
functions of the Restrictive Practices Court. 


Trade with Cuba 

The President was asked why he had authorized the importation of 
56,000 dollars worth of rum and 42,000 dollars worth of citrus fruits 
and juices from Cuba during 1957; what goods were chiefly responsible 
for the increased value of exports to Cuba in 1956 compared with 
1955; to what extent the increase was attributable to the reductions 
in Cuban tariffs resulting from the Exchange of Notes of February 15, 
1956; and what was the purpose and effect of the Anglo-Cuban Trade 
Agreement of 1953. 

He replied that the purpose of the Trade Agreement of 1953 was 
to maintain the tariff concessions granted to the United Kingdom in 
the previous Agreement over a wide range of goods. These tariff 
concessions were further extended in the Agreement made at the end 
of 1956. In return we established token quotas, including those to 
which a questioner had referred, for certain Cuban products completely 
excluded from our market since the war. 

The President circulated in the Official Report the following 
statistics of the more substantial increases in United Kingdom 
trade with Cuba in 1956 as compared with 1955. The Government 
hoped, he added, that the new Agreement would help exporters to 
develop further trade in this ‘prosperous and important market.’

Local Changes in Weights and Measures mentees 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, told a Member that the Board of Trade kept a record of all 
local legislation extending or modifying the provisions of the Weights 
and Measures Acts. Since the publication of the Report of the Hodgson 
Committee in May 1951, 33 Private Bills containing weights and 
measures clauses had been promoted by 32 local authorities. 


No New Factories for Peterlee 

The President reported with regret that no new industrial firms 
had decided to open factories in Peterlee since he undertook, on 
January 31, to try to interest suitable firms. 


New Tax Levied by France 

A Member asked the President what negotiations he had had with 
the French Government in connection with the new import compensa- 
tion tax levied by France as from March 18, 1957; and if he would 
make a statement. The President answered: ‘None, Sir.” The French 
Government had undertaken to submit a full report to the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation. Before making a statement 
ne must study that report. 


Hire Purchase Agreements 

The President was asked to state when he would introducé the 
measure, promised in Her Majesty’s Most Gracious Speech, to 
replace the existing emergency powers in respect of hire-purchase 
and hiring agreements and to regulate borrowing by hire-purchase 
finance companies, He replied that the Government had decided 
that the second of those questions required further study and a Bill 
could not, therefore, be introduced this Session.

Asked to state for what goods from the-dollar area licences to import 
were still required; and what percentage of our total dollar expendi- 
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ture was involved, the President said the mai

Trade with East Germany 


A Member asked in what way, and for which commodities, the 
East German Government neglected to implement their Barter Trade 
Agreement with Great Britain; and which of the items, for which 
import licences were refused since October, 1956, were affected. 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, 
said there was no such Agreement. In each of the cases in which 
import licences had been refused since October, the reason had been 
that the Government had not been satisfied with the exports the East 
Germans proposed to take in exchange for their goods. 


Cinema Films Council 


Mr. Erroll said no trade association as such was represented on the 
Cinematograph Films Council but there were five representatives of 
exhibitors as required by the Act. Before the next appointments to 
the Council were made in October, 1957, the Association of Indepen- 
dent Cinemas would be consulted, along with all other representative 
bodies. 


Board of Trade District Offices 


The President had decided in the interests of economy to close all 
District Offices of the Board of Trade in Great Britain, other than 
that at Inverness, Mr. Erroll stated. 


Petroleum Products From Soviet Bloc 


Asked why the import of petroleum and petroleum products from 
the Soviet bloc were not on open general licence; and whether the 
President would take the necessary action to allow the free import of 
these products from all countries where payment was not in hard 
currency, Mr. Walker-Smith said licences were required so that 
proposals to import could be considered in the light of the current 
circumstances, including the balance of payments and the supply 
position. For the present, petroleum and most petroleum products 
were being admitted freely from Soviet Bloc countries other than 
Roumania. 


Overseas Trade 


Mr. Walker-Smith said United Kingdom total overseas trade and 
total trade with foreign countries had not fallen in the last five years; 
in 1956 compared with 1952 they rose by 16 and 21 per cent. 
respectively. 


European Free Trade 


Asked what consultations the President had held with the National 
Chamber of Trade in connection with proposals for British participa- 
tion in European free trade; and if he would make a statement, 
Mr. Walker-Smith replied ‘None, Sir, but if this body wishes to make 
representations on the matter, they will be considered.’ 


Law on Weights and Measures 

Asked what action it was proposed to take to deal with the existing 
complexities of the Jaw in relation to weights and measures, Mr. Erroll 
said The President hoped to introduce a Bill based on the recommenda- 
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tions of the Committee on Weights and Measures Legislation as soon 
as Parliamentary time permitted. 


The President was asked what representations he had received from 
county councils and inspectors of weights and measures regarding 
malpractices in weighing out butcher-meat, fish, and similar goods ; and 
what reply he had sent. He was asked also if he was aware that the 
practice of overcharging on proportions of food over the 1 Ib. mark on 
the scales did not constitute an offence on which to base a prosecution; 
and, in view of the constaut complaints from weights and measures 
inspectors regarding this handicap to their work, if he would take 
steps to end this anomoly. 

Mr. Erroll replied that the representations which had been made to 
the Board of Trade by the county councils and inspectors in connection 
with the proposed new legislation on weights and measures had 
included comments on such malpractices. The Department had 
promised to consider these when preparing the Bill.

Retail Sales Well Maintained in February 


THE RETAIL sales figures for February suggest that the underlying 
trend of 1956 — an increase of 5-6 per cent. on the value 12 months 
earlier — is continuing into 1957. The trend in the volume of trade 
in 1956 turned upwards in the second half of the year, and in 1957, 
whilst higher prices continue to absorb part of the value increase in 
sales, there remains a significant increase in the volume of trade. 

February is in the normal way a relatively quiet month for retail 
trade, and retailers as a whole reported the usual seasonal decline for 
this time of year. Compared with a year earlier, the value of sales in 
February was as much as 7 per cent. higher, but to some extent this 
increase reflects the quiet trading in February 1956 when the very 
cold weather was reported to have affected sales. The increase on a 
year ago in February compares with increases of 1, 5, 7 and 9 per 
cent. in the four months October to January, but the trend in these 
percentage changes reflects largely the disturbed pattern of trade 
12 months earlier, and over the five months October to February the 
increase on a year ago in the value of sales was 5-6 per cent., much 
the same increase as was reported in the first nine months of 1956. 
Retail prices in February were about 4 per cent. higher than a year 
ago, so that the volume of sales continues to show an appreciable 
increase. 

There were outstanding increases in the value of sales in February 
in the case of household goods shops and clothing and footwear 
shops, which reported increases of 14 per cent. and 10 per cent. 
respectively, and also general department stores (a large proportion 
of whose sales comprises household goods and clothing) who reported 
a rise of as much as 15 per cent. To a certain extent these figures are 
a reflection of the unusually low level of trade in these sectors a year 
ago. 

Clothing and footwear shops reported an increase of 10 per cent. 
over February 1956 in the value of sales, the same large increase as 
in January, and compared with about 6 per cent. for 1956 as a whole. 
The high percentage change in February was partly attributable to 
a somewhat subdued period at that time last year, but nevertheless 
clothing and footwear still remains a buoyant sector. There was only 
a small increase on a year ago in retail prices of clothing and footwear, 
so that the increase in the value of sales during February this year 
represented a sizeable expansion in the volume of trade. 

Household goods shops reported an increase on a year ago of 
14 per cent. in February, much the same as in January, and compared 


with an increase of only 1 per cent. for the year 1956 as°a whole. In 
this sector, as in clothing and footwear, the substantial increase 
partly reflects the particularly quiet trading a year ago. Prices were 
only slightly higher than a year earlier so that the increased value of 
a A was attributable almost entirely to an increase in the volume of 
tr 

Sales by food shops in February were 4 per cent. higher than a 
year ago, this figure being much the same as the increase in nao 
generally within this sector. This is in contrast to preceding months 
when, as a rule, the increase in the value of sales exceeded the rise 
in prices. 

Department stores reported an increase of 15 per cent. on a year 
ago in the value of sales in February, compared with a 13 per cent. 
increase for January, and only 4 per cent. for the year 1956 as a whole. 
Although the large increase in February arises partly from comparison 
with the low figures in February 1956, it also reflects the active trading 
in the clothing and household goods sectors in which department 
stores appear to have fully shared. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Trade continued buoyant within the clothing and footwear sector 
as a whole in February, with an increase of 10 per cent. over the 
corresponding 1956 value of sales. This was the same percentage 
change as for January, which was an active month in comparison with 
previous years; February’s increase arises partly from the comparison 
with the quiet conditions prevailing in the same month a year ago but 
represents a significant expansion nevertheless. With prices about 
1-2 per cent. higher than in February last year, the increased value 
of sales was mainly the result of a larger volume of trade. All the three 
main branches of the clothing and footwear sector reported active 
trade in February. 

Footwear shops showed an increase in the value of sales of as much 
as 20 per cent. on a year earlier. This compared with a 9 per cent. 
increase in January and a 6 per cent. increase for the year 1956 as a 
whole. All types of retailers showed large increases in February, the 
highest (26 per cent.) being recorded by. department. stores (in. the 
commodity statistics which they provide) with multiple shops 
reporting an increase of only a little less (23 per cent.).

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Retail Sales (Continued) 


Sales by men’s wear shops in February were 9 per cent. higher in 
value than a year ago. This followed an increase of as much as 15 per 
cent. in the preceding month (sales in January 1956, however, were 
probably on the low side), and an increase of 5 per cent. in 1956 as a 
whole. The more active trading in February compared with the year 
earlier was mainly confined to the multiple sector (where there was an 
increase of 18 per cent.), the other retailers (independent retailers, 
co-operative societies and department stores) all reporting little or 
ne increase. 

Women’s wear shops reported an increase of 8 per cent. on February 
last year, much the same as in January. February’s increase, however, 
was partly a reflection of the low turnover in the same month of 1956, 
so that there has probably been little change from the trend in sales 
operating in 1956 when, for the year as a whole, there was a rise of 
6 per cent. in the value of sales on a year earlier. All types of retailer 
in February reported an appreciable increase on the previous year. 

Stocks of clothing and footwear (held by department stores and 
certain multiple retailers) increased sharply in February, as is normal 
at this time of year, but the value, for the second month in succession, 
was only a little above the level a year earlier; prior to January the 
increase on a year ago had been for some months about 9 per cent. 
Stocks of footwear, which in January showed an increase of 8 per 
cent. over January 1956, showed only a 2 per cent. increase in February. 
Stocks of women’s and children’s wear showed a slightly higher 
increase (on a year ago) in February (3 per cent. as compared with 
2 per cent. in January) and stocks of men’s wear rose to 6 per cent. 
above the 1956 level as against a decrease of 3 per cent. in January. 


Household Goods Shops 


Household goods shops in February again reported a large increase 
over the value of sales a year ago. The increase (of 14 per cent.) was 
much the same as in January and was in marked contrast to the 
experience in this sector in 1956 when for most of the year trade was 
relatively subdued. As this was particularly the case in the early months 
of last year the increases for January and February may tend to exagger- 
ate the revival which appears to be developing in this sector. All kinds 
of business, except the ironmongers and hardware shops, shared in 
the increased trade. With prices in this sector only about 2 per cent. 
higher than twelve months earlier, the increased trade was primarily 
an expansion in volume. 


The preceding remarks on the comparison with 1956 apply par- 
ticularly to the furniture sector where trade in February 1956 was 
exceptionally quiet. Thus the increase on February of last year (of as 
much as 20 per cent. for multiple and independent retailers com- 
bined) is likely to overstate the recovery which is probably occurring. 
In January the increase on a year ago was 11 per cent. and for the year 
1956 the increase was only 3 per cent. The experience of the different 
types of retailer in relation to February 1956 varied. Multiple retailers 
reported the highest increase.(34 per cent.), but a year ago their sales 
were particularly low, having dropped by nearly 40 per cent. below 
the 1955 level. Independent retailers reported a smaller increase 
(15 per cent.) on February 1956 but, in contrast to the multiple shops, 
they had shown a reduction of only 4 per cent. in that month on the 
corresponding 1955 figure. Department stores, for their furniture and 
furnishings departments, reported an increase of 14 per cent. on 
February 1956 in which month their sales had been 7 per cent. below 
the 1955 value. 


Radio and electrical goods shops (independent retailers) increased 
the value of their sales by 13 per cent. on February a year ago; in 
January the increase on a year earlier was as much as 25 per cent., 
but the results for January 1956 appear to have been particularly low. 
The increases for the first two months of this year are in sharp contrast 
to the experience in 1956, when for the year as a whole sales were 
down by about 3 per cent. Department stores, in their radio and 
electrical goods departments, reported an increase in February of 
24 per cent. over a year ago, this increase following one of 37 per cent. 
in January. 

Sales by retailers in the group comprising radio and cycle shops, 
cycle shops, perambulator shops (independent retailers only), showed 
an iricrease of as much as 37 per cent. on February a year ago, following 
an increase of 23 per cent. in the preceding month. Although once 
again these high percentage changes are partly accounted for by the 
low level of trade a year ago, nevertheless they suggest a much more 
buoyant situation than existed during the greater part of last year 
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pare were, for the year.as a whole, only 3 per cent. higher than 
in n 

In contrast to the other main kinds of business in the household 
goods sector, ironmongers and hardware shops reported a decrease of 
7 per cent. in the value of their sales in February. This decrease reflects 
at least partly the somewhat higher level of trade than normal a year 
ago when an increase on the previous year (i.e. February 1955) of as 
much as 26 per cent. was reported. 


Miscellaneous Non-Food Shops 


Shops in this sector, in February as in the previous month, shared in 
the general buoyancy of retail trade and continued to report increases 
on a year earlier similar to if not greater than those shown in the 
closing months of 1956. 

The main change in this sector in February was in the jewellers, 
leather goods and sports goods group of shops, where sales showed an 
increase on the previous year of as much as 15 per cent. This increase, 
however, may owe something to the low level of trade a year ago with

which the comparison is being made. Both independent and multiple 
retailers (and also department stores in the commodity statistics 
which they report) showed substantial increases. 

Of the remaining kinds of business in this sector, chemists, photo- 
graphic goods dealers, showed smaller increases on a year ago than in 
January (in February 1956, however, the level of sales was high in this 
kind of business) but confectioners, tobacconists and newsagents and 
also booksellers, stationers, both reported much the same experience 
as in January.

sector. This is in contrast to preceding months when as a rule the 
increase in the value of sales exceeded the rise in prices. 


Sales by grocers shops showed much the same movement as for 
food shops as a whole, the increase on a year earlier declining in 
February to 4 per cent., compared with 7 per cent. in January. All 
types of retailer reported this experience, although for independent 
retailers the reduction (from 6 to 1 per cent.) was the sharpest; mul- 
tiple retailers and co-operative societies (despite the decline) both 
showed increases on a year earlier in February of as much as 7 per 
cent. 

The value of sales by butchers’ shops in February was about 2 per 
cent. higher than a year ago, compared with an increase of 3 per cent. 
in January, and 1 per cent: in the last quarter of 1956. 

Sales by retailers in the greengrocers, fruiterers kind of business 
dropped to 4 per cent. below February last vear, following a fall of 
1 per cent. below a year ago in January. Prices, however, in both these 
months were probably below last year’s level. ; 

In the fishmongers, poulterers kind of business, on the other hand 
prices were higher than a year ago, but with supplies correspondingly

Bread and flour confectioners in February continued ‘to show large 
increases on a year ago in the value of sales (16 per cent. for 
as a whole) but much of this increase was due to higher prices. 

Higher prices were also reflected .in the sales by dairymen (the 
figures are for co-operative societies only), the value of sales being 
13 per cent. above February a year ago. 

Sales by off-licences in February continued to exceed slightly last 
year’s level.

Glossary of Terms for Stone Used in Building 


One of a series being prepared by the Institution, B.S. 2847, is 
arranged in these three sections: 


Section I: Geological terms (with sub-sections on rock names, 
mineral names, general and miscellaneous terms). 
Quarrying terms. 

Masonry terms (tools, labour and finishes, handling 
equipment, fixing devices, architectural and engineer- 
ing terms, cast stone). 

Under ‘Geological terms,’ all the more common rock names 
applying to building stone are included, together with a selection of 
mineral and general terms used in connection with these rocks. The 
names of products of individual quarries are not included. 


Terms dealing with architecture and engineering relate specifically 
to the description of stone work. ‘Thus terms used in their normal 
dictionary sense and those to be found in glossaries of historical 
terms have been excluded (terms relating to slate used as a roofing 
or as a vertical covering for walls are also excluded, since they form 
part of B.S. 2717 ‘Glossary of terms applicable to roof coverings’ and 
C.P, 142 (1951) ‘Slating and tiling.’) 

In the sub-section dealing with cast stone, the terms are sub- 
stantially the same as those defined in relation to concrete in B.S. 2787 
‘Glossary of terms for concrete and reinforced concrete,’ except that 
the wording has been modified to make it specifically applicable to 
concrete when used in the form of cast stone. 

The terms in each section are arranged alphabetically; and the 
standard contains an alphabetical index for the whole glossary.

Australian Export Payments 
Insurance Corporation 


‘THE AUSTRALIAN MINISTER FOR TRADE (Mr. J. McEwen) has 
announced that Mr. R. A. Freeman has been invited to establish 
the Australian Export Payments Insurance Corporation. This would 
mean, he said, that the Corporation would be in a position to begin 
insurance operations within the next few months. 

Mr. Freeman has served for ten years with the United Kingdom 
Export Credits Guarantee Department: some twelve months ago he 
visited Australia to advise the Government there on export payments 
insurance, and as a result of these consultations the broad features of 
the Australian scheme were developed. 

Mr. McEwen explained that Mr. Freeman’s appointment would 
cover only the initial stages of the Corporation’s establishment. He 
was selected as an expert, who was actively engaged in the export 
payments insurance business, to establish the Corporation on a sound 
basis and to guide it in its early operations. It was expected that this 
period of initial development and policy formulation would be com- 


pleted by 1959, and that at that stage a longer-term appointment 
would be made. 


Mr. McEwen recalled that, under the legislation setting up the 
Corporation, exporters in Australia would be in a position to obtain 
insurance cover against losses arising from the following risks: 

(a) the insolvency of the overseas buyer; 

(b) protracted default on the part of the overseas buyer; 

(c) inability of the overseas buyer or his authorities to transfer 

exchange to the Australian exporter; 

(d) war, rebellion, hostilities, revolution or other disturbances in 

the overseas country; 

(e) generally, any other cause outside the control of the exporter 

and his buyer arising from events occurring outside Australia. 

As soon as the Corporation was ready to write business adequate 
public notice would be given. It was expected that the first office 
would be opened in Sydney. 


British Atomic Energy Exhibition 
for Australia 


‘THE BOARD OF TRADE, in conjunction with the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority, and in consultation with industry, is 
organizing a mobile atomic energy exhibition to tour Australia. The 
display will have a general appeal and, as it is designed for touring 
purposes, is to be made up of a series of compact units mounted on 
independent frames, each unit telling a complete part of the story. 


The display has been designed by Mr. James Gardner and will 
be shown first at the Sydney Industries Fair from July 22-August 3, 
1957, where some British firms engaged .in the atomics industry 
will have commercial exhibits on adjoining stands. It will be shown 
at the Royal Agricultural Show, Melbourne from September 19-29, 
and subsequently at Canberra, Pertn, Adelaide and Brisbane. Arrange- 
ments are being planned for various forms of supporting publicity, 
while a representative of the Atomic Energy Authority will travel 
with the exhibit and be available to answer questions. 


The purpose of the displays is to show the useful application of 
atomic energy, particularly the very advanced work by Britain in the 
practical production of electric power by means of atomic reactors. 
The display will show how such a reactor operates, with details of the 
first Atomic Power Station at Calder Hall, which was opened by 
Queen Elizabeth last October. The power station is shown in the 
process of construction, demonstrating how over 1,000 firms spread 
throughout Great Britain were involved, thus building up a new 
industry for Britain.

Foire de Paris Attracts 220 
British Exhibitors 


Tue 47TH INTERNATIONAL TRADE FAIR known as the Foire de 
Paris, to be open from May 25 to June 10, was commended to the 

press of Britain at a conference held in London on March 29 to meet 
M. Tony Bouilhet, President of the Fair’s Directing Committee. 
He told his audience that although the United Kingdom would have 
no official pavilion at the Fair, the products to be shown at it by 220 
of her manufacturers would hold the highest place among foreign 
exhibits as attractions fer the French public. © 


M. Bouilhet spoke enthusiastically of the Queen’s coming visit 
to Paris. Preparations fer it, he said, had excited the French much 
more than the British: it would be eloquent testimony to the traditional 
friendship and mutual understanding of the two countries. Nor was 
French interest in British participation at the Fair surprising in the 
light of the ‘amplitude and continuity of the commercial currents 
which have always united Great Britain and France and the rhythm 
with which they have become intensified.’ Every year the British 
Ambassador or a member of the British Government was officially 
received at the Fair, and a luncheon in hi’ honour, gathering together 
all the personalities interested in Franco-British commercial relations, 
was always an opportunity for making the most useful commercial 
contacts. 

The Foire de Paris would cover an area much bigger than that of 
the Green Park or St. James’s Park in London: the main way through 
it would be longer than Whitehall: the walks between the stands would 
total 1,200 miles. When the Fair was in full swing, the stand attend- 
ants, administration employees and guardians would number no 
fewer than 60,000-a population greater than the population of 
Eastbourne. The Grand Palace most recently added to the Fair’s 
buildings would house the national pavilions of 22 countries: others, 
such as Italy and the United States, would have theirs on the esplanade 
leading to this Palace. An innovation this year would be displays by 
more than 100 antique dealers. (A note circulated at M. Bouilhet’s 
conference added that the Machinery Hall, where Britain would be 
most strongly represented, would be housing the exhibits of 1,158 
firms in its 23,776 square yards.) 


On four evenings the Fair would remain open, until 11 p.m. and 
there would be special receptions with the accent on science, fashion, 
sport and the press. A special helicopter service would link the Fair 
with the Aviation Exhibition at Le Bourget — and so with Brussels. 


To his audience of journalists M. Bouilhet added: ‘I can assure 
you that the Foire de Paris is a big story. You will beable, by a visit 
to the Foire de Paris, to inform your readers of what other countries 
are doing, how they are doing it, and perhaps inform your countrymen 
of little-suspected opportunities for selling British goods, which, I 
need not remind you, bear a reputation for excellence second to 
none. 





Atomic Exhibition for Australia (Continued) 


The exhibit also shows that the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority, who is responsible for the research behind this programme 
has, in addition to the well-known Harwell Establishment, 14 fac- 
tories and research establishments in Britain, and something of what 
goes on in them is explained. There are 12 different types of research 
reactor now in operation or under construction in Britain, some of 
these being very advanced types. 

The display also shows how Britain is collaborating with other 
nations throughout the world in the techniques of aps yy aseeng nuclear 


power, and how she is collaborating particularly 
training a number of her scientists and, in fact, assisting in the pro- 
duction of a research reactor for Australia. 


The exhibition will include a model of the Calder Hall and Dounreay 
reactors, illustrating, with illumination, how they operate. 
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Board of Trade Exhibit at Utrecht 
Spring Fair 


AS IN PREVIOUS YEARS, the Board of Trade are organizing an 
official stand at the Utrecht Fair to be held between April 2 and 11, 
1957. Members of the Commercial Department of the British Embassy 
at The Hague will be on the stand to answer inquiries about United 
Kingdom manufactures. 


The theme of the display will be the role of research in British 
industry. The central feature of the display will be an instrument 
known as the Hivolt discharge detector developed by the British 
Electrical Research Association for detecting flaws in insulation 
material intended for use with very high voltages. 


‘The instrument was chosen because: 


1. The original research was entirely British. 
2. The instrument is made only in Britain. 
3. It has important applications to industry. 


Electrical Equipment 


The importance of electrical equipment in British trade with the 
Netherlands — Britain’s best customer in Europe — helped to determine 
the choice of this discharge detector as an example of the results of 
Britain’s scientific and industrial research. But as visitors to the British 
stand will learn, the Electrical Research Association is only one of 
some 45 Government-aided Research Associations. Fourteen research 
laboratories in addition are controlled by the Government’s own 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. 


Other branches of research are represented on the Board of Trade 
stand by photographs of the fast ‘breeder’ reactor now being built at 
Dounreay in Scotland by the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority, and the Vickers ‘Vanguard,’ a passenger aircraft powered 
by turbo-propellor engines. 


British Pavilion at Amsterdam 
Household Fair 


‘THE BRITISH PAVILION, which has been organized as part of 
this year’s ‘Huishoudbeurs’ (Household Fair), in Amsterdam, was 
formally opened on March 22 by Lady Mason, accompanied by 
H. E. the British Ambassador, Sir Paul Mason. In all, the products 
of nearly 200 British firms are on display in the pavilion. The Huis- 
houdbeurs, which is equivalent on a smaller scale to the ‘Ideal Home 
Exhibition’ at Olympia, is now in its twelfth season and is established 
as the principal exhibition in Holland covering the household field. 
This is the first year in which a special pavilion has been arranged 
at the Huishoudbeurs to show products from another country — 
a sign of the very genuine interest felt in Holland about extending 
trade ties with Britain. 


‘Do-it-yourself’ Outfits 


Some of the products which are being shown on the stands taken 
by British firms and organizations are china and crockery, oven 
glassware, vacuum cleaners and floor polishers, trays and trolleys, 
furniture polish, cosmetics, beverages, cheese, radios, record players 
and tape recorders, ‘do-it-yourself’ outfits, model trains, baby car- 
riages and toys. The English Country Cheese Council stand, already 
referred to in last week’s issue of the Journal, has been particularly 
crowded and the Cheese Council’s campaign has got off to a good 
start and with much publicity. 


The Design Stand, which forms one of the main features of the 
pavilion and to which over 170 British firms have contributed articles 
previously displayed at the Design Centre in London, covers a wide 
field and has also been received with great interest. A number of 
the articles on this stand are entirely new to the Dutch market and 
their ingenuity as well as clean design has been most favourably 
commented on, both by the public and in the press. 


It is hoped to publish a further article describing the results 
achieved by the British pavilion, which is providing a useful shop 
window for British manufacturers, after the close of the Fair. 
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Anglo-Yugoslav Trade 


AN AGREED MINUTE on trade between the United Kingdom and 
Yugoslavia during the 12 months to March 31, 1958 was signed in 
Belgrade on 'Tuesday. 

There is no import licensing system in Yugoslavia, but an agreed 
estimate has been drawn up of the probable pattern of imports of 
United Kingdom goods into Yugoslavia, and the Yugoslav authorities 
will place no obstacle in the way of its fulfilment. Most Yugoslav 
goods are already admitted freely into the United Kingdom, and the 
agreed minute fixes quotas for those still subject to import licence. 
The Agreed Minute also contains a statement about Export Credits 
Guarantee Department cover for United Kingdom firms exporting 
to Yugoslavia, as well as provisions regarding non-discrimination in 
shipping. 

It is hoped that total trade between the two countries in the twelve 
months covered by the Agreed Minute will be slightly more than the 
£15} million realized in 1956-1957. 


Anglo-Turkish Debt Agreement 


Ir WAS ANNOUNCED on February 28, that a Protocol and Exchange 
of Notes had been signed with the Turkish Government, modifying 
the provisions of the Anglo-Turkish Agreement of January 17, 1955. 
The text of the Protocol and Exchange of Notes have now been 
published as a White Paper (Cmd. 117) and may be obtained from 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and Branches, 
price 4d. (by post 6d.).

Relaxation of Import Licensing 
Restrictions 


‘THE AUSTRALIAN Department of Trade have announced a major 
relaxation in import licensing restrictions. The main outline is 
given below, and full details will be published as soon as they are 
available. 


The sub-division of Category B has been abolished and quotas 
held for all Category B items, except Sub-category B (5) (Paper), 
are combined and increased by two-thirds of the quota held on March 
31, 1957. 


Quotas for the former Sub-category B (5) (Paper), are transferred 
to a new ‘Bank,’ C.17, and are increased by 10 per cent. 


Quotas for Category A items (except fully assembled motor 
vehicles and motor vehicles in a c.k.d. condition), will, in the main, 
be increased by 20 per cent., but increases in quotas for individual 
items will vary from 10 to 50 per cent. No details have yet been 
received of the items concerned. Quotas for motor vehicles in a 
c.k.d. condition (Bank A.10) and for fully assembled motor vehicles 
(Bank A.16), remain unchanged. 


Pinking shears, butchers’ steels and forged knives coming 
under Tariff items 197 are transferred from Category A to Category 
B, and quotas for this item will be increased by two-thirds. 

Quotas for hand-tools in Bank A.19 are increased by 20 per cent. 

Quotas for wall and floor tiles under Tariff Item 240 (A) are 
increased by 40 per cent. 














Tariff Board Inquiries

Rev.), dated March 6, 
issued by the Canadian nt of National Revenue, reminds 
exporters that Section 35 (9) of the Customs Act provides that the 
value for duty of imported goods shall not include the amount of 
any internal tax imposed on the goods within the country of origin 
or export from which the goods have been exempted or have been or 
will be relieved by means of refund or drawback. This does not, 
however, apply to Customs duties (see section 37 of the Act). 


Both duties and taxes imposed in the country of export may be 
disregarded in estimating the value for special or dumping duty (see 
section 6 (3) of the Customs Tariff Act).

Tariff Classification of Bicycles 
and Accessories 


THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs have ruled in Treasury 
Decision 54316 published on March 7, that a bicycle ‘complete 
without accessories’ within the meaning of paragraph 371, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as modified, consists of not more than the following: 

The mudguards and chain guards. 

The frame and fork. 

The handle bar and handle bar grips. 

‘The sprocket, chain, cranks and pedals. 

—_ front and rear wheels, including the rims, hubs, axles, and spokes. 


tyres and tubes. 
‘The brakes, hand or foot. 


Dynamo mechanisms incorporated in hubs. 

An assembly consisting of a dynamo mechanism incorporated in the 

wheel hub, and the related lamp, brackets, and wiring. 

Gear shift mechanisms. 

The saddle or seat and séat post. 

All fittings, bearings, nuts, bolts, washers, and other articles essential 

to the assembly of the foregoing. 

The following articles whether attached at the time of importation 
or imported in the same shipment for subsequent attachment in 
the assembly of the bicycle, are comprised within the bicycle entirety, 
although they are not included in determining the weight of the 
bicycle ‘complete without accessories.’ 

Lamps and lighting sets (other than lamps and lighting sets forming a 
part of an assembly including a dynamo mechanism incorporated in the 
wheel hub referred to above) and reflectors. 

Bells and horns. 

Tool kits and the included tools. 

Pumps. 

Luggage carriers. 

Mirrors, cyclometers and speedometers. 

Kickstands or other stands. 

Tanks. 

Mud flaps. 

Toe clips. 

Such articles are classifiable as components of the imported bicycle 
entirety and are subject to the rate applicable to the bicycles ‘complete 
without accessories’ with which they are imported or unattached, 
provided it is established to the satisfaction of the customs officers 
at the ports of entry that the articles are to be sold at retail as com- 
ponents of the bicycle entirety and are not to be sold or distributed 
separately. 

In any case in which this ruling will result in the assessment of a 
higher rate of duty than has been assessed heretofore under an 
established and uniform practice it shall only be: applied to such or 
similar merchandise entered or withdrawn from warehouse for 
consumption after 90 days from the date of publication of the Treasury 
Decision.

Outlined 


CERTAIN relaxations were announced by the Union Minister of 
Economic Affairs when he recently outlined in the House of Assembly 
import control arrangements for 1957 in addition to those already 
—_ (see the Board of Trade Journal of November 24, 1956, 
page ). 


Permits for raw materials and machinery will continue to be issued 
to meet importers’ full requirements. The list of goods which may be 
imported under automatic permit (vide Government Notice No. 2086) 
has been extended by the addition of textile piece-goods above the 
ceiling price indicated in the ‘Free’ List; tractors; films and photo- 
graphic material (excluding cameras); office equipment, namely, cash 
registers, typewriters, etc. ; weighing scales; industrial machinery; 
oil and grease; high tension fencing wire, pers and wire standards; 
asphalt and bitumen; Hearing aids; per bet and veterinary instru- 
ments; aircraft; farm lighting apparatus; electric and hydraulic lifts; 
and outboard motors. 


Importers’ full requirements of commercial vehicles will be met by 
the issue of permits to provide for the replacement of vehicles sold. 
Similarly permits will be issued on a replacement basis in respect of 
passenger vehicles with a retail price at the coast of less than £800. 
Quotas for passenger vehicles with a retail price exceeding £800 but 
with a free-on-board price in the country of origin of less than £600 
will be raised by 10 per cent. A number of makes of vehicles -at that 
price which are imported fully set up, but which are at a disadvantage 
compared with locally assembled vehicles either because of the ‘1948’ 
basis or because they are new to the local market, will also receive more 
generous treatment. In the case of such vehicles, it is proposed to 
increase quotas by 40 per cent. on 1956 allocations. Permits for motor 
scooters and buzz bicycles will be issued on a replacement basis. 
Importers will be free to apply for permits for their full requirements 
of motor vehicle spares. 


The supplementary quota for consumer goods will be 20 per cent., 
thus maintaining last year’s total allocation of 534 per cent. of 1948 
imports. However, firms that have expanded or started up since 1948 
will receive increased. quotas where these are felt to be justified. 


Provisionally no further changes in the ‘Restricted’ and ‘Priorities’ 
Lists are being contemplated, except in so far as the commodities 
progressively transferred from the ‘Priorities’ List to the ‘Automatic 
Permit’ List are concerned.

PREVIOUS RECORD OF APPARATUS SUPPLIED 
EXCEEDED BY £54 MILLION 


THe 57TH ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING of Associated 
Industries Limited was held on April 3 in London. 


The Viscount Chandos, P.C., D.S.O., M.C. (the Chairman), presided 
and, in the course of his speech, said: During the past year we have paid 
three quarterly dividends of 2} per cent., and your Directors recommend 
the payment of a final dividend of 7} per cent., making a total distribution 
of 15 per cent. on the increased capital; the same rate as for 1955. 


Our trading profit for the year, before taxation, but after deduction 
of all other charges, amounted to £10,307,000 compared with £15,320,000 
in 1955. The amount set aside for United Kingdom taxation was £5,848,000 
and of this £1,564,000 was for Profits Tax against £1,254,000 in 1955, an 
increase of nearly 25 rer cent. Net profit available for distribution after 
taxation was £4,460,000. Owing to the shrinkage in our earnings, after 
taking £2,761,000 for net dividends, the total additions to our Reserves and 
Carry Forward are only £1,611,000. 


In 1956 the total value of electrical apparatus shipped and invoiced to 
our customers surpassed that in the record year of 1955 by approximately 
£5,400,000. Notwithstanding this increase, the profits fell sharply below 
those for 1955. Part of this fall is due to general conditions in the industry. 
We have had to absorb further wage increases, and this has meant that 
margins, especially in the export trade, have shrunk. The shrinkage in 
margins must be offset by lower costs and larger production and these are 
the two targets at which we aim. 


Electrical 


Apart from general conditions in the industry there were particular 
reasons which affected our profits. Government action in the early part of 
the year caused a sharp fall im the demand for a number of our lighter 
products: valves and cathode ray tubes are an example. This happened to 
strike us at a time when the Siemens/Ediswan and Hotpoint reorganizations 
were not yet complete. The fall thus had a more marked effect on our 
fortunes than if these companies had been completely established in their 
new functions. 


Secondly, there has been, and indeed there still is, very keen competition 
in lamps and lighting, and here again the reduced profit margins came upon 
us when we were in the course of rationalizing our whole lamp production 
and sales. 


Lastly, we are building a number of new factories and there has not yet 
been time for production from any of them to make an appreciable addition 
to our revenues. The latter half of 1957 should witness the first beginnings 
of revenue from these sources. In short, I do not think that 1956 will prove 
a reliable guide to the potential earning capacity of the Group when the 
results of our capital expansion and reorganization begin to take effect. 


The order book is in a healthy condition and ensures that our capacity 
will be employed at a high rate for at least the next year or two. 


All over the thousand and one activities in which your Company is engaged, 
you can feel the pulse of progress and of expansion. In this industry, as in 
some others in the 20th century, to stand still is to die, and we are deter- 
mined to press forward with ail speed the development of new uses of 
electrical energy, new manufacturing technique, and, above all, by new 
research reaching out into the most advanced areas of modern science.

EXPANSION FINANCED FROM PROFIT RETENTION 





THE FIFTY-FOURTH ANNUAL GENERAL MBETING was held on March 29 in 
London. Mr. D. M. Oprenneim, the Chairman, in the course of his speech 
said: From the Report and Accounts you will have been glad to see once 
again an increase in the Holding Company’s available net profit. Over a 
number of years (since the end of the war) most of our overseas subsidiary 
and associated companies have been faced both with the problems of 
rehabilitation and modernisation and the need for expansion under condi- 
tions in which the necessary plant, machinery and building materials have 
been scarce and costly. These capital projects, because of remittance, credit 
and other restrictions, have had in many instances to be financed from the 
retained profits of the companies concerned. Moreover, the expansion of 
sales and, in many cases, increased tobacco taxation have required the employ- 
ment of additional working capital which has been yet further increased by 
the large sums needed in inflationary economies to meet the replacement 
cost of stocks and other assets. "This additional working capital has been 
found by the retention of profits in the companies concerned, at the expense, 
of course, of the sums which otherwise would have been available for divi- 
dends to the Holding Company. With, however, the completion of most of 
the major schemes initiated efter the war the total amount of dividends 
received has increased as is demonstrated by the larger share of the Group 
Available Net Profit dealt with in the accounts of the Holding Company. 


Modernisation and expansion are continuing features of the business. 
In modernisation I include not only the constant replacement of old machines 
by new and more efficient machines, but also the adoption of new processes 
and new techniques, with which we must keep abreast in the highly competi- 
tive conditions of today. Expansion is due not only to success against 
competition, but also to the steady increase in sales in some areas where 
there are growing populations and improving standards of living which 
enable people to progress from other more primitive forms of smoking to 
the more expensive and acceptable machine-made cigarette. It is, however, 
in some of these rapidly expanding economies that one finds inflation, with 
all the restrictions and difficulties which accompany that condition, dictating 
the necessity for the members of the Group to maintain large reserves and 
an appropriate degree of liquidity. The very fact that it has been possible 
to carry out the post-war rehabilitation and expansion, as well as to conserve 
the real capital employed in the various businesses, and at the same time 
to provide progressive returns to the shareholders, seems to me to justify 
the reserve and dividend policies which have been pursued by the various 
subsidiary and associated companies. 


The satisfactory trend of Group sales for the early part of the year to 
September 30, 1956, continued throughout the year and the figures available 
to me for the first five months of the current financial year — even excluding, 
as they do, those for certain parts of the Middle East area ~ are running 
above those for the same period last year. I should point out, however, 
that the consolidated crading profit may be affected by i increasing costs and 
higher tobacco taxation, which in some overseas countries cannot be fully 
covered by adequate price adjustments. Nevertheless I should ex the 
share of the Group Available Net Profit at the disposition of the Fiolding 
Company to be at least maintained for the year 1956/57. 


The report was adopted. At the subsequent Extraordinary General 
Meeting the resolutions relating to the Capitalisation issue were passed.
